They will 
conduct a traffic survey on the b at­ 
tlefield; supply Inform ation to tour­ 
ists, and compile a card index of 
the 30.000 soldiers’ nam es on tile 
tablets on the Pennsylvania m onu­ 
ment. 
The traffic survey is to be con­ 
ducted with the purpose of deter­ 
mining the relative importance of 
the approximately 30 battlefield en­ 
trances; count the states represent­

TREASURY PUTS 
GOLD TO WORK 


Washington, April 15 (AP).—-The 
purchasing pow*er of the Treasury's 
$1,392,000,000 
of 
desterilized 
gold 
though the bullion itself did not leave 
though the billion itself did not leave 
its vaults. 
The Treasury got a spendable 
credit for the metal by depositing in 
the Federal Reserve system a simple 
memorandum, promising to pay on 
demand an equivalent amount of 
gold certificate currency backed by 
the metal. 
This was possible because gold is 
the only international standard of 
value. 
By law, each ounce of approxi­ 
mately pure gold is worth $35 in the 
United States. 
Both because the American price 
usually was a few cents higher and 
because the United States appeared 
to be a safe place to hoard the money 
of war-scared foreigners, about $5,- 
000,000,000 in gold came to this coun­ 
try during the last five years. 
’Hie desterilized gold largely was 
part of this inflow. As a result, the 
Treasury now owns $12,800,000,000 of 
gold about half the gold in the 
world. 
It is illegal in the United States 
for the metal itself to circulate as 
money.

m inistration moves. 
In word, and even in tone, M r. 
Roosevelt’s message to Congress and 
his address to th e nation appeared 
to encourage support for his spend­ 
e r - recovery 
proposals 
from 
th e 
stau n ch est critic of enlarged federal 
spending—business. 
Noticeably absent in both was any 
attack on “economic royalists,’’ on 
abuses of th e “sm all m inority,” on 
the "selfishness on the p a rt of th e 
few" w hich he said M arch 23 in 
G ainesville, 
G eorgia, 
was 
holding 
back "national progress and national 
pro sp erity /' 
Instead, the President spoke of 
"self-restraint." and .said th a t while 
tim e would bring the necessity of 
new adjustm ents, "our im m ediate 
task is to consolidate and m aintain 
th e gains achieved.” 
He declared 
th a t business not only "m ust help” 
but th a t “ I am sure business will 
help" in restoring recovery. 
S en ato r Byrnes (D-SC». one of 
those who conferred with Mr. Roose­ 
velt on preparation of the recovery 
message, 
stressed 
its 
conciliatory 
approach 
by 
joining it w ith the 
P resident’s “no recrim ination” note 
to house leaders after a D em ocratic- 
R epublican coalition had sm ashed 
his governm ent re-organization bill. 
Tliis assurance. Byrnes said. was 
designed as m uch to quiet business 
uneasiness over possible retaliatory 
m easures as to reassure th e R epre­ 
sentatives voting against the bill. 
T here were Presidential advisers 
who had urged carrying the unsuc­ 
cessful re-organization fight “to th e 
people” lest Mr. Roosevelt’s influence 
ai th e capitol during the rem ainder 
of his term be perceptibly weakened, 
’I he P resident chase instead to say 
th a t “because I do not expect too 
m uch. I am not disappointed.” 
Som e W hite House friends, keep­ 
ing in m ind the past support of so­ 
called liberals in congressional and 
4ateor rank*, questioned th e political 
wisdom of the more conciliatory a p ­ 
proach to business. 
O thers said there was tim e for 
Mr. Roosevelt to give more vigorous 
battle for governm ental and busi­ 
ness “reform s” between the ad jo u rn ­ 
m ent of Congress and N ovem ber’s 
congressional elections.

cate he had relinquished any of his

miles,
